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Harvey Milk’s 20th 
Yahrzeit Service and 
Tikkun Leyl 

Twenty years ago, people gathered at 
Sha’ar Zahav to find comfort in com- 
munity after the tragic death of Super- 
visor Harvey Milk. CSZ was a 
brand-new congregation, but it served 
as a focal point for people to mourn the 
death of this Jewish gay man. He was 
one of us, a Jew and out gay person, 
and also a hero and role model to our 
community. 

Harvey still serves as an inspiration 
and icon to us all, the generation who 
remembers that fateful day in 1978 and 
the generation who has come of age post- 
Stonewall, post-Harvey Milk. Therefore, 
as a community, it is suitable that we 
play a central role in remembering and 
honoring Harvey Milk on the occasion 
of the 20th yahrzeit of his death. On No- 
vember 20, we will hold a commemora- 
tive Shabbat service dedicated to 
Harvey’s memory. The service, which 
will be held in our new building at 290 
Dolores at 8:15 pm, will include our regu- 
lar Shabbat liturgy and provide time to 
remember Harvey Milk and the accom- 
plishments of the Gay Liberation move- 
ment over the past 20 years. Supervisors 
Ammiano, Bierman, Brown and Katz, 
and Assemblywoman Migden, as well 
as friends of Harvey Milk, will join us in 
worship at this special service. 

Since many of us did not sleep the 
night of Harvey Milk’s assassination, 
we will have a Tikkun Leyl, an all-night 
study session following Shabbat ser- 
vices. Co-sponsored by CSZ and the 
Harvey Milk Institute, the Tikkun Ley] 
will begin with a time for sharing per- 
sonal memories of Harvey and move 
into a study of Jewish texts on libera- 
tion and the modern history of the Gay 
Liberation movement. We will also re- 
member the loss by assassination of im- 
portant Jewish and world leaders and 
find inspiration in the courage of 
Harvey Milk and these leaders. Rabbi 
Jane Litman and Rabbi Yoel Kahn, 
Jonathan Katz and author Suzanne

Rabbi’s Column 


Harvey Milk, Remembered 


There’s a Yiddish saying derived from 
the Mishnah: “In a place where there 
are no menschen, strive to be a mensch.” 
The word “mensch” in this context is a 
bit difficult to translate. A mensch, in 
this proverb, : 
means a decent hu- 
man being. It also 
means an authen- 
tic and genuine 
person, however 
imperfect she or he 
may be. And it P 
means a person (fy 3/\ i ; 
who summons up : , ‘ 
courage to face so- Rabbi Jane Litman 
cial adversity. Harvey Milk was such a 
mensch. 

Harvey Milk was born to a secular 
Jewish family (who had changed their 
name from the Litvak “Milkh”), who 
taught him strong values of justice and 
equity. He joined the Navy, only to be 
oppressed and eventually discharged 
for his homosexuality. In his early 40s, 
he moved to San Francisco to live as 
an openly gay man. When Milk came 
to this city, the Castro was still a place 
where one could find a somewhat Bo- 
hemian atmosphere with cheap hous- 
ing (how times change!). Milk opened 
a small business in the neighborhood, 
and was the driving force behind the 
founding of the Castro Valley Associa- 
tion, a merchant organization (of 
mostly gay-owned businesses which 
was modeled on similar ethnically 
based groups). Through the CVA, 
the gay community began to see itself 
as a political constituency, with its 
own agenda of basic rights and social 
programs. 

Milk became a tireless organizer. He 
was very charming and funny. I remem- 
ber going to listen to him in the mid- 
seventies as he gave a speech while 
running for office (an election he did 
not win). He opened with a variation 
on the toaster-oven joke made famous 
in the Ellen coming-out episode: “I’m 
here to recruit you. Let me know if you 
want to sign up.” People went wild. 
Harvey Milk stood for gay pride in an 
era before that term existed. Milk ran 
for office a number of times before he 
was elected to the Board of Supervisors 
in 1977. 

This was a very different San Fran- 
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cisco from our own. It was an era be- 
fore AIDS, though not before tragic and 
untimely death was well known to our 
communal life. It is painful and poi- 
gnant to note that in Harvey Fierstein’s 
early classic about gay life, “Torch Song 
Trilogy,” the hero is a surviving spouse 
by dint of gay bashing, rather than 
AIDS, though of course both evils are 
as much the result of an uncaring and 
unresponsive society which did (and 
continues to do) little to respond to ei- 
ther open violence against g/1/b/t 
people or the epidemic which savages 
our community. 

Harvey Milk was not spared from 
anti-gay hostility. He stood up to it. I 
heard him ridicule hecklers and stare 
down hatemongers. Unfortunately, 
though he worked for many years to 
become the first openly gay elected of- 
ficial, he served for less than one year. 
Perhaps his greatest accomplishment 
was the passage of a citywide Gay Civil 
Rights bill. Upon enactment of this bill, 
another supervisor, Dan White, resigned 
his seat, in a public gesture filled with 
contempt and hate for gay people. But 
even this grandiose act did not satisfy 
White’s desire for vengeance. On No- 
vember 27, 1978, 27 Heshvan 5739, 
White crawled into the basement of City 
Hall, came up the back stairs and mur- 
dered Supervisor Harvey Milk and 
Mayor George Moscone. Moscone was 
a brave man and a good friend to our 
community while alive, and a martyr 
in death. We mourn his passing and 
honor his memory as our ally when few 
would stand with us. Moscone is 
counted with Harvey Milk in death, as 
in life, among the menschen. 

27 Heshvan 5759 falls on Monday, 
November 16. As is our custom, we will 
read Harvey Milk’s name with the 
Kaddish list on the Shabbat of that week, 
Friday, November 20. Harvey Milk, the 
first openly gay man to hold political 
office, an identified Jew, will always be 
a member of our kehilah. I have no 
doubt where Harvey Milk would have 
davened last Yom Kippur, had fate and 
hate not intervened. 

“Who by fire, and who by flood,” who 
by hate crime, and who by an assassin’s 
bullet? We who have been sealed for 
life, are commanded to remember and 
honor those whose fate was otherwise.

Queer Tal- 
mud, a brown-bag lunch discussion se- 
ries, began in October and continues to 
meet every other Tuesday from noon to 
1 pm at the Hobart Building, 582 Market 
at Montgomery, in the 10th floor confer- 
ence room. This month we will only meet 
on November 10 and 24. You can drop in 
once or come every session. 

Rabbi Litman will begin her weekly 
classes as soon aS we move into the 
Mishkan. She will offer two classes each 
Wednesday, beginning November 18. 
The first, called “Deepening Your Jew- 
ish Spirituality,” will begin at 7 pm and 
is a drop-in class at which participants 
will have the opportunity to explore 
core spiritual issues through open dis- 
cussion, guided and silent meditation. 
The second class, beginning at 8 pm, 
will explore the origins and philosophi- 
cal beliefs of Orthodox, Conservative, 
Reform, Reconstructionist and Renewal 
Judaism. Call the office to sign up.
